Results of the first few weeks of the Department of Employ- 
ment’s intensified campaign against unemployment insurance 
chislers have been most gratifying, it was reported today by 
James G. Bryant, Chairman of the California Employment 


stabilization commission. 
“While the intensified campaign 
has only been carried on in the 
Sacramento Valley for the past 
three weeks and in the San Joaquin 
Valley for the past four weeks, it 
is evident that the Department's 
program-is achieving results,” Bry- 
ant declared.
